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OTTAWA, Oct. 24—(CP)— 
Torpedoing of the ferry steam- 
ship Caribou between Nova 
Seotia and Newfoundland, with 
137 presumed dead, brought the 
war, to Canada's doorstep in 
grimmer and starker fashion 
than any previous sinking. 

It was the geeatest announc- 


ed marine disaster of the war 
in Canadian coastal waters. 
Women and children were 


among those killed, 

Navy Minister Macdonald in 
a statement on the loss of the 
Caribou said: “If anything were 
needed to prove the hideous- 
ness of Nazi surely 
this is it.” 

News of this disaster in Cabot 
Strait came on'y a few bours 
after that a merchant- 
man had been torpedved off 
Metis Beach, Que., ov the south 
shore of the St. Luwrence only 
200 miles below Quebec city. 
This was further up the river 
than any previous submarine 
attack Twelve were 
lost and 18 rescued,
